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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with regard to the prior art 
rejections are not persuasive. Applicant argues Jabri fails to disclose a visual display surface and the attendent user selected supported 
inserted graphcial shape-constructs corresponding to the visual images on the visual display surface. Clearly, Jabri discloses visual 
modeling and thus graphical shape-constructs (paragraphs 0025 and 0026) and this further is carried out by a visual display surface (the 
visual modeling tool's display). Hollingsworth is cited for and discloses semantics/compatibility of graphical elements (column 1 , lines 52- 
62, "depend on semantic interpretation to be applied to the graphical object"; column 2, lines 56-61 and column 3, lines 30-34). Semantic 
verfication is a form of compatibility determination. Therefore, the prior art rejections are maintained. Claims objections of the previous 
office action's paragraph 2 are overcome. Claim rejections with regard to section 101 are overcome. Claim rejections under 1 12 second 
paragraph are overcome. Claim rejections under 112 first paragraph are maintained as Applicant's arguments are not immediately 
persuasive. Applicant has not demonstrated the language or general meaning of the language ("without developer involvement" in the 
context of the claim) to be supported by the originally filed specification. Similarly, the argument with respect to claims 37-39 is not 
persuasive with regard to rejections under section 112. 
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
